The 
Enemy having drawn together a Body of 4000 Men 
to attack Homburg, before it fhould be put intoa 
State of Defence, a Batrallion of the Queen’s Regis 
ment that was in it rerir’d to Birfche. “The Enemies 
have made no Incurfions into that Country, ot 
the Sarre is guarded by our Troops from its Mou 
to Saralbe. The Enemy being withdrawn from 
about Traerbach, the Paffage thither is open. * The 
Huffars have made Excurfions as far as Treves, 
but without Succefs.
